AS TO INDIA’S ACTION, 

Loxpox, July 8.—Developments in the 811. 
ver market during the last week have inten- 
sified the anxiety caused by the action of the 
Indian Government. The committee of bi- 
metaliistsin special parliament have issued 
a special circular. 

Special advices from Bombay an other In- 
dian ports agree in stating that the import 


trade has almost ceased. Every Indian in- 
dustrial center which has commercial rela 
tions with India is feeling the unfavorable 
effects of the general suspension or- 
ders. The expectation is that in time 
trade will be adapted to the new conditions; 
meanwhile the bankers and tradesmen most 
concerned are fearful of the immediate 
future. The most ardent advocates of mono- 
metallism and money reform in India are 
beginning to discuss the change This 
week out of 600,000 rupees offered for tender, 
the Government succeeded in placing 980,000. 
This sum was placed moreover at 15% 
pence or % of a penny below the minimum of 


16 pence. The Economist holds that it is 
better to make no allotment of ° 
council’s bills rather than deviate 


irom the standard price and quotes the 
present ratesto show that the mere act of 
closing the mints to silver will not enable 
the Government to dominaté the exchange 
market. The fall in the price of opium has 
been rather an unwelcome and unexpected 
result of India’s action. If the loss of the 
Indian Government’s opiam revenue becomes 
permangnt the budget will be seriously dis- 
turbed. - HJust what will be the. issue of all 
these difficulties it would de premature 
to predict. In financial ‘circies here the 
report is current that serious differences 
which have arisen between the Indian Gov- 
ernmentand the Indian Council in London 
ere likely to resnit in the abandonment of 
the new currency experiment. That a long 
debated plan should be withdrawn so soon 
afteran attempt to realize is regarded by 
conservative financiers as somewhat prob- 
able, although in every authoritative quarter 
the opinion is that the experiment is likely 
to fall utterly.

A 
convention of the representatives of all 
these commercial bodies is to be held in 
Washington about the first of August to em- 
phasize the demands for the repeal of t 
obnoxious law. *

New YORK, July 8.—Atthe Stock Exchangs 
Silver certificates opened weak with a de- 
cline in bar silver in London to 83d per 
ounce, The closing quotations here yester- 
day was 71%@%. After 11 o’clock sales were 
made at 71%@72%. The fact that the Treasury 
Department accepted 583,000 ounces of silver 
in addition tothe 100,000 ounces announced 
yesterday had a tendency to stiffen the mar- 
ket near the close. The sales at the board 
were 70,000 ounces, Commercial Dar fell to 
70%, and Mexican dollars were nominal at 57.

legal circles. Both men are well Known and 
highly regarded in Washington, and Mr, 
Condert in particular is thought to possess in 
his social qualities nolless than in his great 
legal ability every equipment for the place, 
Itis generally conceded that the appoint- 
ment ought to goto New York. The Empire 
State is fairly entitled to a representa- 
tion on the Supreme Bench. New.Engiand 
is represented in the person of Judge Gray 
of Massachusetts, Judge Fieldof California 
representsthe Pacific Slope, Judge Brewer 
of Kansas the country between the Missis- 
sippi River and the Rocky Mountains, Chief 
Justice Fuller of Illinois and Judge Harland 
of Kentucky the Middle States, Judge Jack- 
son of Tennessee the South, Judge Brown of 
Michigan the Northwest, and Judge Shiras of 
Pennsylvania the section on the western bor- 
der of the Alleghenies, This division adds to 
the force of a New Yorker’s claim tothe 
place, and taken in connection with the 
merit of her eminent lawyers, is regarded as 
pointing to the selection ofa New York man. 

The names of Secretary Gresham and Don

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A SHIP FOR SAMOA. 


The United States Anxious About Affairs 
in Malietoa’s Land. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8.—While the 
news yesterday from Samoa was a little more 
pacific in its tone than the tidings previously 
received, the authorities here are none the 
less anxious to haveanaval ship in those 
waters. Had it been in the power of the 
State Department a vessel would have been 
ordered to Samoa two weeks ago, when the 
budget of news came, via Aukland, indicat- 


ins an early rebellion. There was no vessel 
then available and there is none now with- 
out taking either the Boston or Adams away 
from Honolulu. The latest Hawallan news 
makes it more necessary than ever to keep |}, 
both of these vessels there. The authorities 
have therefore found it expedient to 
make different arrangements for get- 
ting a vessel in Samoan waters. It 
was learned yesterday thatthe Philadelphia 
is now slated for this service. She will get 
orders upon her arrival at Valparaiso. She 
isnow enrouteto the Pacific. Her arrival 
at Rio is expected daily. It was at first the 
intention to send her orders for the cruise 
from Samoa to Rio, but as — — is di- 
rectly en route, it was concluded to delay 
the transmission of her orders until she ar- 
rives at the latter port. This precaution | 
was taken because of the Peruvian revolu- 
tion. Should a revolution occur in that 
country before the Philadelphia reaches 
Valparaiso it might then be considered de- 
sirable to order her to Callao and send the 
Alliance, which is now at the latter port, to 
Samoa instead. The latest accounts from 
Peru indicate no immediate outbreak.

Richter Scored for His Opposition to the 
Government—All Sides Present Their 
Views on the Measure Proposed by the 
Chancellor—At Least a Week Will Be 
Consumed in the Preliminary Debate. 


BsRtin, July 8.—The German and Austrian 
newspapers are still commenting on the re- 
markable close of Emperor William’s speech. 
There was a full half minute’s pause between 
the closing word of his set speech and the 
priest-like benediction which seemed to be 
spontaneous. He was suriounded by the 
Princes of his house and many of the great 
nobles and his face wore a look of exultation 
as he said: Go forth, God be with you and 
may he give you his blessing for the accom- 
plishment of an honest act forthe welfare of 
our fatherland. Amen. 

The Reichstag seemed to be deeply im- 
pressed and there was a scene of intense en- 
thusiasm. Looking at the faces.of the mem- 
bers of the present Reichstag one cannot 
help thinking ofthe time that has elapsed 
since German ugity was accomplished. 

Most of its fouhaers have passed away, if 
not from Ute at leagt from activity. In place 
of Prince Bismarck and Count Von Roon 
were their sons. In place of Count Von Moltke 
was his nephew. Herbert Bismarck did not 
meet with any general cordiality. It was 
noticed that Minister Von Boetticher, 
to whom is ascribed the breach 
between the Emperor and Bismarck, 
carefully avoided him. Richter’s face wasa 
study in gloom. He talked with his old 
friends, but they did not come to cheer him 
up. Those Radicals who have deserted him 
to form a new party are for the most part 
eminent men like Mommsen, the historian; 
Prof. Haenel of Kiel, Maj. Hinze and Herr 
Kirscher, the new Mayor of Berlin. Richter 
isnow confronted with the certainty of a 
new defection in the remnant of his party.

It seems that the 
British Government does not know what the 
Eg yptian potentate is about and is anxiously 
awaiting astorm of some sort.

With that understanding of his position 
the Western Democrats, against the pro- 
test of New York, nominated him, voted 
for him and elected him on a platform 
which they made to reflect precisely his 
views on those questions. This platform 
demands the immediate and uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman silver pur- 
chase act, and demands also such condi- 
tional bimetallic free coinage as Mr. 
Cleveland was known to favor, and no 
other. The speedy repeal of the Sherman 
act without conditions, and bimetallic 
free coinage on a basis of equality of 
intrinsic values, to ‘‘be adjusted through 
international agreement or by such safe- 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two 
metals’’—these are the demands which 
handcuff Western Democrats to the Cleve- 
land platform so long as Mr. Cleveland ad- 
heres to it in good faith. 4

That Ger- 
many will, sooner or later, exchange 
monarchical institutions for democratic is 
as certain as anything in the future can be, 
and she is moving quite fast enough in 
the democratic direction for her own 
good.

So long as it is possible for a group of man- 
ufacturers to furnish money to buy an elec- 
tion and on the strength of their purchase to 
demand and receive a Cabinet office for thei 
agent, so long will the laboring man count 
for very much less in government than the 
millionaire does. 

So long as rich men can use their money to 
carry legislative districts and then compel 
their own election to the Senate, money will 
outweigh manhood in many ways. 

do long as great corporate interests dictate 
nominations and carry elections and send 
their own representatives tositin Congress 
or the Legisiature the manwho paves the 
Streets will not have as much to say m gov- 
ernment as the Goulds, the Stanfords and 
the Huntingtons. 

And these unfair conditions will remain in 
active operation so longas we permit the 
misuse of legislation for other than public 
objects. They will exist so long as by unjust 
laws we offer a premium for the employ ment 
of money in politics.

Mrs. Peary is apparently a sensible house- 
keeper, as her order for family supplies will 
show. 

We have forty barrels of floor, 17 of navy 
bread, 82 cases of army hread, 82 cases of 
corn meal, 3% barrels and 80 cases of granu- 
lated sugar, 1 barrel of pickles, 3 
barrels of russet cider, condensed 
milk, two loads of provisions contributed by 
the Philadelphia Geographical Society, cases 
of condensed tea fromthe Royal Geographi- 
cal Society of London’ 1,200 pounds of tea, 
2,400 pounds of coffee, one chest.of cocoa and 
one of chocolate, beef in tins, one case as- 
sorted spices, two barreis of salt and one of 
rock salt, twenty cases of evaporated pota- 
toes, twenty cases of evaporated ap- 
ples, corned beef, twelve cases of 
raisins and two of preserved fruits. 
The fuld supplies include two barrels 
of whisky (but then you must not mention 
that), three cases of champagne and one 
case of blackberry brandy.

The ammunition includes 1,80 kinnok 
cartridges for the Winchester shot-guns, 
4,000 cartridges for the Winchesters, carbines 
and rifies, and 300 small - bore cartridges for 
myself.

She has 
knickerbockers of the thickest, softest and 
warmest reindeer skin. She incases her feet in 
Eskimo moccasins. 2 with her trusty 
Winchester, n and snow shoes, 
complete her travel ng costume, When the 
thermometer is sinking toward the freezing 

one she will be traveling for a week ata

snapping, snarling, wolfish Kskimo

— skin sleeping bag around her, with 
its sponse tied tightly, about her neck, and 
with her hood adjusted over her face.

The Inventor of the Gold Oure Discusses 
the Drink Problem From «4 Novel 
Standpoint—The Medical Treatment of 
Infants and Not Heredity a Potent 
Cause.

Dr. Lesiie E. Keeley, the world-renowned dis- 
coverer of the gold cure for drunkenness, discusses 
inebriety from a moral standpoint in the following 
article writter fer and telegraphed to the SUNDAY 

Posst- DISPATCH: 


New Tonk, July 8.—Inebriety caused by 
whisky is craving tor whisky. The craving 
is there constantly or periodically, whether 
the Hquor is drank or not. Theterms drunk- 
enness and inebriety are frequently con- 
fused. A man who has chronic 
poisoning from alcohol is an ine- 
briate because he craves liquor. 
Drunkenness is acute alcoholic poisoning 
from drinking alcoholic liquor in consequence 
of a craving for itor inebriety. Heredity 
has always ranked high as a cause of 
inebriety. Ido not thinkso. Asacause it 
ranks among the least. I do not 
think the craving for Grink ig 
transmitted by heredity. I do 
not think that any other nervous disease 
ever creates a craving for drink. I do not 
think any condition of life, mental, moral or 
physical, ever createsa craving for drink. 
These things may all lead a person who is not 
an inebriate to begin drinking and make an 
inebriate of himself; but they do not cause 
inebriety in any other way. 

In my opinion, ana I base my opinion on an 
induction from facts that no one can dispute 
ang that are known to all people—heredity 
of drinking reaches back no further than the 
cradle. 

The two great institutions which lead to 
the disease of inebrity are the saloon and the 
nursery. 

The two great conditions of life which lead 
to drinking and drug taking are illness and 
custom, 

When an infant is born some form of alco- 
hol is usuolly an attendant at the birth. If 
the infant escapes a whisky bath or a few 
drops of some stimulant it is probably 
through some neglect. It is rare, indeed, 
that a child a few days old has not bad hot 
whisky several times. Ifthe babe feeds on 
milk and water too early or if anything goes 
wrong with the mother or child,the domestic 
and very likely the professional remedy is 
whisky. But the diseases of infancy and 
childhood create the call for and the use of 
the drugs that inebriate. Indiges. 
tion, too much crying, cholera 
infantum, measles, scariet fever and

MAN WAS A WIDOWER 


A Big Sensation at Rochester the Result 
of the Alleged Widow's Statements—A 
Big Fight Looked for Over the Dead 
Man's Money He Was Worth $100,- 

“000. — Nr Sia 


ROOHRESTER, N. V., July 8.—The claim set 
up by Mrs. Louise Cooper that she is the law- 
ful widow of John W. Martin, whose death at 
Poland Springs, Me., was announced yester. 
day, has caused a big sensation here. Every- 
body supposed that Mr. Martin was a wid- 
ower, his first wife having died twenty years 
ago. Mrs. Cooper is determined to establish 
her claim, anda big fight is looked for over 
the dead man’s estate, amounting to over 
$100,000. John W. Martin was a prominent 
music dealer in State street for many years. 
He was also prominent in politics,’ having 
been Collector of the Port during the first 
Cleyeland Administration. He leaves one 
son, W. H. Martin, who lives in this city. 
Mrs. Cooper, as she is Known tothe resi- 
dents of Brockport, her girlhood’s, home, is 
50 years old, but she wears her half century 
lightly apd is still a fine looking woman. She 
has a portly figureand her dark hair is yet 
untinged with gray. She dresses tastefully 
in black and has the manner of a iady of 
education. Twenty-five years ago Mrs. 
Cooper. was one of the prettiest 
girls in Brockport and the delle of 
the villages. Mrs. Cooper's maiden name 
was Loulse Johnson. She hashad a some- 
what checkered .career according to the 
stories whiohn her foriber neighbors tell. Ste 
seems to have cared very little for the village 
gossip and her many attractions always kept 
her surrounded with a host of admirers. She 
was an attendant at the Episcopal Chureh, 
and being an excellent musician, her aid 
was often required at church entertainments. 
While attending a boarding school at Albany 
she met Cooper, who was then employed in 
the State Surveyor’s office. After her return 
to Brockport he became a frequent visitor to 
that village. They were magried soon after 
and wentto Albany to live. She had one 
child which died young. Several years after 
Mrs, Cooper’s old acquaintances heard that 
she had obtained a divorce. She taught 
music for some time and later went tc Port- 
land, Ore., where she held a position as 
teacher in a large boarding school. She re- 
turned East about ten years ago and went to 
live at the family homestead in Brock port. 
Before going to Portland Mrs. Cooper had 
taught music for a short time in this city and 
she asserts that she became well acquainted 
with Mr. Martin at that time. Their ac- 
quaintance was renewed, so Mrs. Oooper 
says, after ber return to Brockport. she 
says that Mr. Martin frequently urged her to 
marry him. In November. 1890, she visited 
her cousin, Mrs. Bostwick, at No. 22 Hickory 
street, in this city. Mr. Martin was a fre- 
quent caller atthe house and renewed his 
proposal of marriage. On the evening of 
Nov. 25, 1890, Mrs. Cooper says they were 
married at the Livingston Hotel by Rev. Mr. 
Johnson, assistant rector of Ohri 
Church, since deceased. 
tin never took her 0 h 
home, and several months later their re- 
lations ceased owing to the efforts of friends 
who were opposed to their marriage. Mrs. 
Cooper shows a certificate, which, she says, 
is legal. A bundle of letters was shown 
by her to-day, which she declared were writ- 
ten to her by Martin. She allowed the corre- 
spondent to see only one of them. It was 
addressed to Mrs. Martin, No. 8 Pennsylvania 
—.— Rochester, and the letter read as 
follows:

Dran LOUISE—I have arranSed to see you.

»The last time I saw Mr. Martin,“ said Mrs.

Why Are the Colored Men Less Frone to 
Self-Murder Than Whit+? 


Written for the SunDay PosT-DiIsraTcu. 

Why isitthat suicide ig comparatively so 
infrequent among the colored race? While 
the papers are full of blood-curdling stories 
of variegated self-murders committed by 
white people, you rarely see an account of a 
negro felo-de-se. Why is this? Are the 
negroes more moral, more cheerful, more 
self-balanced, or what? 

When this question ‘was put to an educated 
negro he had no hesitation in answering as 
follows: 

»The tendency to suicide is partly a mat- 
ter of mentality and partly of temperament. 
The more advanced and educated races are 
more apt to be morbid and introspective, 
and therefore the tendency to suicide is 
greatest among them.

Pennsylvania, which 
takes place at sunset, the first great 
college boat race that has ever occurred west 
of the Mississippi.

Every girl at the lakeside has her 
particular reason for wishing a certain crew 
to win and the men who have watched the 
crews training bere for weeks past have 
formedtheir judgment as to the outcome 
and backed it liberally. The Cornell crew are 
a hardy st ot oarsmen and are second to 
none inthe country. They have challenged 

Yale to row at any place at 
any time, but Bob Cook has steered his men 
Clear ot these hardy lads from Ithaca. The 
University of Pennsylvania is ambitioags to 
give the older colleges as much troubie on 
the water as on the foot-ball feld, and intend 
proving their mettle by ten days’ struggle 
with Cornell. The race will have an impor: 
fant bearing on future college aquatics. 
The crews were brought here to row by the 
citizens of Minneapolis, who were anxious to 
show the Fasterners the finest four-mile 
straight-away course inthe country. The 
course over which the crews win run lies 
from off Breezy Point, near the village of 
Wayzatta, to Lake Park, and is visible 
throughout ifs entire length from the ver- 
andas of the hotel.

A STATE’S PRISONER. 


Why Murderer Schaeffer Was Not Re- 
moved to the City Insane Asylum. 


George Schaeffer, who was convicted of the 
murder of Henry G. Grattcn on Sept. 21, 
1890, and sentenced to hang, and whose 
sentence was commuted to fifty years im- 
prisonment, because he bas been declared 
insane, was not sent to the Insane Asylum 
to-day, as was originally in- 
tended.

was a State’s prisoner and there was noone 
at the City Insane Asylum to take him in 
charge and be responsible for him. In thls 
dilemma the matter was referred to City 
Counselor Marshall for an opinion. City 
Jailer Kraemer has an order from Gov. Stone 
to send Schaeffer to the Insane Asvlum ara 
says that unless the matter is definitely set- 
tled by Monday he will send Schaeffer out to 
the asylum and leave him there for the 
authorities to handle as they see fit.

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DRUNKENNESS. 


MANY OTHER THINGS THAN THE WINE 
CUP SHOULD BE SHUNNED. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Disratou, 

Last week a young man named Frederick 
G. Van Pelt died in San Francisco as the re- 
sult ofa chioroform gpree, The inquest re- 
vealed that he had taken thirty-eight ounces 
of chloroform in forty-eight hours, Thirty 
eight fluid ounces would be more than two 
quarts. No wonder he died. Yet he had 
been used tothe drug for some years, and 
nad frequently taken a querta day. Doub- 
ling the dose was what killed him. 

His was not a solitary case. Chloroform 
drinking is one of the many Dew Vices which 
are invaditig society with an appalling fre- 
quency. Ordinary drunkenness is bad 
enough, These new vices throw into the 
shade any mere wine or liquor drinking. 
They are more insidious and more terrible in 
their effects. The public conscience has been 
aroused to a crusade, limited, indeed, yet 
still a crusade, against rum. All sorts of 
agentsand of agencies have been employed 
to combat It. 

But as yet no Fr, Matthew has arisen to 
preach against those forms of intemperance 
of which the original Fr. MattLew knew 
nothing. 

In Ireland, for example, and in the very 
districts which Fr. Matthew réformed, the 
practice of ether drinking. has existed for 
thirty years back. The great apostle of tem - 
perance died in 1856. At that time the use of 
etheras an anesthetic was attracting un- 
versal attention. Then some one tried drink- 
ing it in fuid form, He was delighted with 
the result. It produced intoxication at one- 
half the cost of whisky. The practice graa- 
vally spread. 

And this is the way they use it. They first 
drink a small quantity of water, Then they 
hold their nose, gulp down a modicum of 
liquid ether, and follow it with more water. 
An ordinary dose costs about two pennies. 
There are three steps in intoxication by 
ether. The first step is simple stimulation or 
exhilaration. A gonial warmth steals over 
the whole being, the brain is flied with glad - 
ness, the pulse beats biithesomely, and all 


seems strength, vigor, activity and jollity. 


Then succeeds the second step, whose symp- 
toms are a greater mental tumuit and con- 
fusion, extreme loquacity and hysterical 
crying or laughter. But some go further, 
and, passinginto a third step, become at 
first extremely violent, and after a while 
quite insensible. They fall dead drunk, lie 
breathing heavily for, half an hour or more, 
and afterwards wake suddenly quite sober. 
A few exceed even this extreme limit and in- 
dulge in a poisonous measure, A fatal result 
is not unknown, though if medical assistance 
arrived in time, life has been sustained by 
means of artificial respiration until the ether 
had time to be eliminated fromthe body. A 
case is reportedin which the vapor of ether 
inthe breath of a habitual ether drinker 
caught fire. After swallowinga d tity, he 
went to light his pipe, and the fire caught his 
breath. A person near held the burning 
man down, and poured water quickly into 
his mouth, by whichthe fame was put out 
and no great harm was done. 

Ether drinking has one luxurious advan- 
tage over alcohol as an intoxicant—that un- 
der ita man may get intoxicated and sober 
some halt dozen: times in the twenty-four 
hours and may start of again for the next 
twenty-four, suffering less than he would 
suffer from one intoxication equally deep ia- 
duced dy alcohol. 

There is one great difference between the 
chloroform drunkard and the ether drunk- 
ard; indeed, between the former and almost 
all ot r ‘inebriates. Chloroform gives no 
delight. no visions, no heavenly ecstasies. It 
stupefies, that is all. It plunges its victims 
into sudden unconsciousness. 

The usual method is not t that of young Van 
Pelt. Most chloroform fiends de not take it 
internally. He simply saturates a cloth or 
sponge with the anesthetic. Lying down 
near the top of the bed or lounge he braces the 
arm that holds the sponge in such a posi- 
tion that when relaxed it hangs 8 the 
couch. This 1s of the utmost importance. 
For after he has raised the saturated sponge 
to within an inch or 60 of his nostrils uncon- 
sciousness steals gradually over him, the 
muscles of his arms relax, his hand drops 
and the sponge falls from his inert fingers to 
the floor. 

Thus he avoids the danger of death through 
an overdose. 

Yet, after all, death is not far distant. It 
may come in the form of a iJebauch pro- 
longed beyond the safety point, a final dose 
too powerful for the weakened heart and 
lungs—then a sleep from which he never 
wakens. At its slowest it is congestion of the 
lungs, brought about by the constant use of 


gersas chloroform and ether, 
the hands of a physician their reckless use is 
a frightfal menace to society. A few years 
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Before he realized the fact — 1— dptum 
fiend. Thoroughly alarmed at he sought, 
to rid himself ot the habit. He 4 88 refuge 
in cocaine, at that time a new and com- 
paratively. ungnown drug. as an antidote for 
the morphine. He succeeded in conquering 
the morphine habit. But the new drag fas- 
cinated him asa scientific man. He made a 
long series of experiments upon himeelf with 
hy podermic injections of cocaine. He made 
some interesting and even valuable discov- 
erles, But he becameso habituated to the 
use of cocaine that he found, when too late, 
that he had only exchanged one tyrant for 
another. 

So he remained enslaved to cocaine, sink - 
ing lower and lower, until with business, 
home, family all gone, he became a 
vagabond, praying for death to end his life. 
Nor was this the lowest depth of his degra- 
Gation. When he had no money to obtain 
his drug he adopted an ingenious plan for 
swindling physitians out of it. He took to 
writing notes and taking them as a messen- 
gor from one doctor to another, asking for 
the loan of a hypodermic syringe or a vial of 
cocoaine. He was arrested and sent to Belle- 
vue Hospital. A good samaritan, learning 
his story, had him transferred to the New 
York Christian Home for Intemperate Men. 
Here, tothe astonishment of everybody, he 
was apparently cured. But one day he 
walked out of the institution unobserved, 
Three days afterwards the Superintendent 
received a letter from Bradley. It stated that 
he had left the home with a determination to 
fill his body with cocaine and die in that 
condition, He had $10, which a sympathetic 
newspaper man had sent him. With this he 
purchrsed the drugs. 

But his better self conquered. He walked 
the streets all night, tightly clutching the 
fatal package. He never opened it. At day - 
break he crossed over to Jersey City and 
sought a Jesuit priest whom he had known 
from boyhood (he had been brought up a 
Catholic), surrendered the drugs, made a 
full confession and received absolution. He 
then went back to his wife in Chicago. 80 
far as known, he has never resumed his evil 
habits. 

Here isthe account he gave a newspaper 
reporter of the sensations he experienced at 
the time when he was taking twenty-five 
grains of cocaine a day and five grains of 
morphine: 


**Generally ,even with the intoxicating stim- 
ulus of the stuff, I could not altogether forget 


wretched. But sometimes, under a large 
dose or some accidental condition of the sys- 
tem, lexperienced what I suppose was the 
most supreme delights of the opium-seater, It 
was a dreamy intoxication, half delirium—a 
languorous pleasure, something like listening 
to sweet music. I was forthe time entirely 
unconscious of my troubles. But there was 
a key of sadness through all the music. 
There would break in upon my reveries a 
feverish, unsatisfied longing, a weird terror 
of some nameless and dreadful thing—a 
vague apprehension of, I know not what. 
And then the hell that followed! The tor- 
tures I suffered when the drug had lost its 
potency, I cannot bear to think of even n 
The horrible depression, the atmosphe of 
darkness and suffocation, the air peopled 
with fearful, threatening shapes—the name- 
less horrors that came over me, these things 
I cannot talk about with anything like co- 
herency, What I endured was a thousand 
times more awful than any nightmare which 
you can imagine.’’ 

Bat afterall there are restrictions to the 
sale of cocaine, of morphine, of ether and 
chloroform. Some attempts have been made 
to protect the public from itself, True. But 
the restrictions are not difficult to overlea p. 
Andthe same dangerous properties lark ia 
other articles of the most apparentiy inno- 
cent character,

Many ladies, when their tollet is compieted, 
are apt to take a sip of the fragrant liquid for 
the purpose of sweetening their breath. 
Rasy enough is the transition to a fatal 
habit!

UP THEIR JOBS. 


They Madea Living Elsewhere Before 
and Can Do So Again-—Other Oircles 
of Relatives Who Will Be Affected by 
the Health Commissioner’s Recent

The order passed by the Board of Health at 
a recent meeting prohibiting more than two 
members of the same family from serving as 
employes of the same city  ingti- 
tution after the Ist of August affects 
particularly Superintendent Joseph P.

Chief Cook Greves is a son-in-law of the 
Superintendent, having recently married 
the youngest daughter. He, too, falls under 
the ban of the new order which has been 
issued to the superintendents of the city in- 
stitutions and is as follows: 

Not more than two members 
of one family related by ties 
of consanguinity or marriage shall be 
carried on the pay roll of one and the same 
institution during the same period of time.

BANKING METHODS. 
Some Suggestions Prompted by the 
Present Finanoial Stringency. 
Yesterday morning’s papers reported 


fourteen banks and trust companies sus- 
pended the previous day. All but one closed 
for want of ready money only. The others 
were entirely solvent in good loans. It is 
safe to say that in nine out of ten of «the 
bank suspensions in the last thirty days no 
depositor will lose a cent. The real loss falls 
on the wage earner who is thrown out ‘of 


work by the withdrawal of loans. The loss 
of product by idleness resulting from. the 
curtailment of bank loans is greater in a 
single day than all the losses depositors 
will suffer in the whole panic 
and the worst of it is there is no way 
known im which banking can be done that 
will cbviate this reasonless calamity. Banks 
are the reservoirs into which the small sums 
are poured to be let out into active com- 
merce. Mostof it goes to the use of legiti- 
mate and safe enterprises 

But whether safe or hazardous, these loans 
cannot be recalled without disturbing the 
— aye: they have aided. When deposit- 
ors lose abstract confidence and claim their 
money from the banks this active capital is 
— 1 ated. Stockings and safe deposit boxes 
are the dire enemies of the present day com- 
mercial system. Should the banking laws be 
so modified as to requirea larger reserve, 
for instance 50 per cent or 4 per 
cent of the deposit., then somethin 
like one-fifth of the loan capital’ woul 

withdrawn from use. The practice of 
taking deposits on long time instead of de- 
mand or short time is no remedy as has been 
Bank hically shownin Australia. There the 
. N ng, having usually a capital 
ollars or over, and the main 
part 757 t thelr Geposits were ontime ranging 
rom six 1 Be three years. The interest 
to leave 7 per cent clear 
ofexpenses. Depo ite were paid 4 per cent 
and were so large as to enable the banks to 
declare dividends of from 10 to 25 per cent on 
their capital. When the hightrate dor- 
rowers began to become embarassed the de- 
positors became uneasy. The custom had 
grown up ofcashing the time deposits upon 
abatement of interest. When this was 
refused depositors became anxious and 
maturing certificates were presented for 
payment. These maturities greatly ex- 
ceeded the ability of borrowers to pay and 
suspensions were inevitable. The trouble 
was the same as here, the banks had lent 
other people's money and wheg confidence 
weakened the money could n be with. 
drawn from the commercial @éhannels to 
meet the runs. 

It may be discovered that the current 
theory of banking is wrong, that further 
restraints must be put upon the freedom of 
contract in banking. Many banks refuse to 
pay interest on deposits of any kind. Were 
this policy universal much money that now 
goes into banks for income would be 
invested in industries direct. Were deposit 
banks a place of convenience and safety 
only, they would not get so large amounts, 
but they would be correspondingly safe 
against runs. Not much of the money would 
remain scattered and idle, but would be in- 
vested in joint stock enterprises instead of 
becoming temporary loans from the banks. 
We have seen in St. Louis the public money 
bringing above 4 per cent on demand de- 
posits when safe loans would scarcely be 
made at 6 per cent. One quarter being re- 
quired as reserve, there could be no result 
but undue expansion into speculation paper 
at high rates. 

There are three alternatives. The present 
system, accepting these periodical hard 
times witha multitude of evil consequences 
as a caustic check on speculation and a 
weeding oat of incompetents. 

Or, amending the banking laws so as to re- 
quire 60 per cent reserve, limiting loans f 
whatever sort to five times the borrowers’ 
average balance, thus restricting loans toa 
bank’s own customers and forbidding the 
paying of interest. 

Or, repealing the collection laws and de- 
stroying the dent system. 

In this event the banking business would 
be limited to loans on warehouse receipts or 
evidences of property actually delivered, the 
safe-keeping of funds and the issue of ex- 
change, for which services suitable charges 
would be made, 

Under either of the latter processes there

investment capital. That such a conversion 
of loans into investments would greatly les- 
sen the periodical depositors’ panics and 
commercial congestions cannot be doubted. 
That it would lessen speculation and losses 
by unremunerative enterprises is not so cer- 
tain.

A Decade Age the United States Had 
obsolete Vessels and Obsolete Weap- 
ons. but Now Its FleetIs Fast Taking 
Rank With the Most Progressive Na- 


vies of Europe.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Ten years ago the 
United States did not possess a single mod- 
ern ship or modern arm. Its navy and army 
were supplied with obsolete weapons and 
obsolete ships. 
United States was capable of turning out the 


metal necessary for armor or projectiles. 


‘The Government was not possessed of any 
facility for the manufacture of ordnance, 
Modern inventions of projectiles and explo- 


\ stves were matters of theoretical knowledge 
to the officers of the two services, but they 


had had no practical experience in their use, 
and most of them had never seen a modern 
piece of artillery, nor witnessed the effect of 
a modern shot from a high - power gun. 

Tet the navy of the United States gave an 


impulse to the construction of modern war

vessels which is still manifested in every 
first-class battleship in the world. The idea 
of the turret, that first occurred to Ericsson 
and was adopted in the Monitor, was the 
cause of the revolution which has occurred 
in naval architecture in the last twenty-five 
years. The Monitor is the basis of the great 
battleships, such as the hapless Victoria, 
that make formidable the navies of Europe, 
and that are expected to be added to our own 
service when the vessels now in process of 
construction are completed. Having devel- 
oped the iron-clad up to the Monitor type, 
however, and the war having ended, the 
United States rested on its laurels, and naval 
construction ceased. The monitors were un- 
fit for sea service, so that our dependence 
was entirely on modern cruisers, the old 
Wabash, Franklin, Hartford and other ves- 
sels of that kind. These served for flagships 
and fleets when Farragut went around the 
world, and until Admiral Walker took the 
White Squadronto Europe to demonstrate 
that we had very seriously entered upon the 
reconstruction of the navy. 

The history of the period when Robeson 
was atthe head of the Navy Department is 
still fresh in the memories of all who were 
interested in the navy and navy develop- 
ment. The scandals of that era still affect 
the navy, or did affect it until the time when 
the wooden ship almost entirely disappeared 
from the service. The device of practically 
wrecking an old vessel for the purpose of 
building a new one under che pretense of re- 
pairing her led to the adoption ofa law pre- 
venting repairs on a vessel the cost of which 
would exceed a certain percentage of the 
original cost of the ship. This sometimes 
works great loss to the Goverment in laying 
up vessels that might and ought to be em- 
cient. 

While the American navy was resting, while 
construction on this side of the water had 
ceased, the English, French and Italian naval 
architects, were busy developing plans,which 
have finally resulted in the modern battle- 
ship. For many years their experiments re 
sulted in comparative failures. Iron ships, 
heavily armored, were built ada were found 
Batteries were arranged 
ay Zusa broadside only to demon- 
Strate their ineffectiveness. Turrets were 
tried in Echelon, and with directed fore -and- 
aft fire and were discarded. Iron finally gave 
way to composition and this to steel. 

All this time the war between the target 
and the projectile was kept up. Sometimes 
it was the projectile that was superior tothe 
target and sometimes the target was supe- 
rior tothe projectile. At leugth it was dis- 
covered tnat the projectile must win and at 
length weight of armor in the metal gave 
way to more careful and scientilic methods 
of making plates, while speed and coal en- 
durance ceased to be entirely sacrificed to 
the weight of armor. 

During the latter part of this period, inthe 
Arthur administration, the United States 
Navy adopted a new system for the instruc- 
tion of its officers. Capt. John G. Walker, 
who was At the head of the Bureau of Navl- 
gation, prevailed upon the Secretary to de- 

nd for scientific work upon the officers of 
he line. It was he who insisted for the first 
time that the scientific training ot these offi- 
cers at Annapolis should not be thrown away 
the moment they entered upon their active 
duties. He prevailed upon the Secretary to 
accept the liberal offers made by foreign

At the same time inducements were held 
out tor the creation of plants required for the 
construction of armor, and, more than that, 
shipbuliding was encouraged on both sides of 
the continent. Three of. the contracts let 
during Mr. W * administration were 
to the Union Iron orks of San Francisco. 
The gun-shop at Washington Navy Yard was 
established andthe work of manufacturing 
the armament for the new ships was begun. 
Capt. Siccard was placed at the head of the 
Bureau of Ordnance and Commander 
Folger was putin charge of the gun-shop. 
Under the combined effort of these two offi- 
cers the gun-shop was developed into one of 
the very best establishments of its kind in 
in the world, and the guns that are now 
manufactured there areas good as can be 
found anywhere. The first forgings for the 
shafting, for, ordnance and for everything 
had to be imported, but inducements were 
held out by the Government by offers of large 
contracts forthe erection Of plants in this 
country, and there are how several works of 
the kind established, while the material 
supplied is equal to that obtainable any- 


where. 

For the first ships the largest guns made 
were 8-inch. It was not untilthe Miantono- 
moh received her armament that a 10-inch 
gun, made at the Washington Navy Yard, 
was mounted. None of these ships already 
mention. 1 was put in commission during the 
Cleveland Administration with the excep- 
tion of the Boston, Atlanta and Dolphin. 
The Chicago had been practically completed 
for a long time before the close of the Cleve- 
land Administration, but she did not go into 
commission until 1890, owing tothe delay in 
the manufacture of her ordnance. 

In addition to the cruisers already men- 
tioned there were authorized during Mr. 
Whitney’s term of office the gunboats York- 
town, Concord, Benington, Petrel, Machias 
and Castine. There were also authorized the 
practice cruiser Bancroft and the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius. The Stiletto was purchased 
from the Herreshoffs and the Cushing was 
contracted for with the same firm. When 
Mr. Whitney came into office the monitors 
Puritan, Miantonomoh, Amphitrite, Monad- 
noc and Terror were lying in dock. They are 
double turreted monitors, known now as low 
free-board coast defense monitors. Their 
keels were laid in 1874 and 1875, but work had 
been stopped on them all these years on ac- 
count of the uncertainty felt in the service 
and in Congress as to their value. They were 
authorized to be completed in 1885 and 1886 
and 1887. With their heavy armor and arma- 
ment, each of them carrying in her main 
battery four 10-inch breech-loading rifles, 
they are expected to be first-class coast de- 
fense or harbor defense vessels. 

Besides this there were authorized two 
steel-armor battleships in 1886 and 1887, 
known as the Texas and Maine, a steel, low, 
free-board coast defense vessel called the 
Monterey, built in San francisco for service 
on the Pacific Coast, and the steel armored 
cruiser New York, which is expected to be 
when completed the best ship of her kind in 
the world. Since the expiration of ur. Whit- 
ney’s term the following cruisers have been 
authorized: Columbia and Cruiser No, 13 and 
the battle-ships Massachusetts, Indiana and 
Oregon. At the last session of Congress a 
new battie-ship, to exceed in weight and 
metal and size the other three, wus author- 
ized. Tuls 1s to de called the Iowa. At the 
same time another eruiser, to be the sister of 
the New York, with some improvements, 
was authorized. These two vessels are to 
have great coal endurance and great speed. 
The New York is expected to make at least 
twenty knots an hour. Her preliminary and 
official trial trips will doubfless give an indl- 
cation of even a higher speed. The Colum- 
bia, with her three screws, is commonly 
known as the Pirate. She is to be a great 
commercee destroyer. 

It ought to be recollected that the official 
time of these modern war ships means a time 
made under very advantageous circum- 
stances, with forced drafts and with every 
effort made tourgethe ship to its utmost. 
The official time will probably never be 
equaled again. 

How much superior these ships are to 
those which were authorized in 1883 may be 
learned from a comparison of the displace- 
ments and indicated horse-power, as well as 
ofthe maximum speed. For instance, the 
Chicago’s displacement is 4.500 tons and the 
maximum indicated horse- power is 5,084. 
The New York, on the other hand, has a dis- 
placement of 8,150 tons and an indicated 
Horso- power of 6,500. The Columbia, with a 
displacement of 7,350 tons, has an indicated 
horse-power of 21 ,000. 

The value of the experiments made by for- 
eign service in grdinance and explosives 
were of no less ue to the rebuilders of the 
United States Navy than were the experi- 
ments in materials for their ships and their 
lines. The discovery that the heaviest guns 
(from sixty to one hundred tons) were prac- 
tically valueless;has led to experiments in 
gun metal and gunmaking which have finally 
resulted inthe creation of a gun of greater 
strength and of greater force and less weight 
than was known ten years ago. At the same 
time the armor tests that have been 
made by the officers of the United 
States Navy have resulted in securing 
an armor which is supposed to be the 
best in the worid. In 1889 no armor had 
been supplied under the contracts which had 
been made two years before. The contracts 
bad been foran armor made entirely of 
Steel, but during the last four years experi- 
ments have resulted in the development of 
an armor of new composition made of steel 
and nickel, The plates,which were manufac- 
tured at Bethlehem, Pa., by the Harvey pro- 
cess, have withstood the highest tests and 
have resisted better than any other the high- 
power guns. These platesare of American 
invention, Their perfection has been largely 
due to the efforts and trained skill of the om. 
cers of the navy who have been charged with 
the duty of testing armor plates and the 
metal of which they are composed,

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TRANSATLANTIC TRIPs WHI cH HAVE 


BEEN MADE IN SMALL VESSELS. 
—d ſ—

The Viking ship, which recently crossed 
the Atlantic Ocean on its way to America in 
imitation of Lief Ericsson’s voyage 1,000 
years ago, isan open boat. It has no deck, 
and might seemtobe at the mercy of the 
winds and the waves. Yetit is a leviathan 
compared with many of the cockle-shelis 
which at various times in the past quarter- 
century have made the same transatlantic 
voyage. It is a leviathan, even in compart- 
son with the Ocean, the little craft in which 
the Viking’s captain, Magnus Andersen, 
crossed over from Norway to Newfoundland 
in the summer of 1886. The Viking measures 
eighty-six feet in length. The Ocean meas- 
ured only eighteen feet. Yet Capt. Andersen 
and his present second mate, Christen Chris- 
tensen, fearlessly intrusted their lives to this 
boat. They undertook the voyage, not for 
personal gain, not even for notoriety, but to 
show shipowners and seafaring men gener- 
ally, what could be accomplished with a 
well-provisioned lifeboat in case of ship- 


wreck at sea. 

he Ocean was an ordinary rowboat, pro- 

ed, however, with a sail and with all pos- 
sible means of safety in the way of water- 
tight compartments and .airtight boxes for 
provisions. She also carried bags of reindeer 
hair to give buoyancy in case of capstzing. 
Well for Capt. Andersen that he had so much 
foresight! Inthe heavy gales and big seas 
which the little vessel encountered it was 
twice capsized. Thefirst time occurred in 
mid-ocean, but It was speedily rignted with- 
out any serious damage. The second was 
just off the Newfoundland banks, when the 
voyage was well-nigh completed. The ruth- 
less breakers washed everything away. Only 
by a miracle were the lives of the men saved, 
When finally, after thirty hours of work the 
two hardy sailors succeeded in getting their 
boat on even keel and bailed out, they found 
themselves without instruments, without 
charts, without ropes, or other necessaries, 
and so were glad to hall a passing ship and 
abandon the boat. 

FIRST TRIP IN AN OPEN BOAT. 

The first oben- boat voyage across the At- 
lantic of which any authentic record sur- 
vives is that of the Red, White and Blue in 
1886. This wasa lifeboat, built of galvanized 
iron. She was 26 feet in length, 6 in breadth 
of beam, and 3 feet deep from deck to hold. 
Small as sue was, however, sue was fully 
rigged. There were three masts, the main- 
masts being just 7feet high. Her bowsprit 
was 2 feet long. Th ese miniature masts car- 
ried mainsail, spritsails, staysails, courses, 
topsails, royals, top-gallants, stormsails, 
trysalls—a very cloud of canvas. There was 
atiny cockpit for the steersman under the 
mizzenmast, where he sat much in the posi- 
tion of Mr. Macgregor in his Rob Roy canoe, 

The crew was as exceptional as the craft. 
The owner, Capt. John H. Hudson, took com- 
mand; Frank E. Fitch acted as mate; the 
jolly tars found a single representation ina 
little dog called Fanny. 

DEPARTURE FROM SANDY HOOK. 

On July 9, 1886, the pigmy ship set sail for 
Sandy Hook, and journeyed on without note- 
worthy incident until Auz. 5, when the crew 
sighted the brig Princess Royal, hailing from 
Yarmouth, and obtained a bottle of rum, 
Mingled good luck and ill-luck marked the 8th 
of the same month, when, after narrowly 
escaping a complete overturn, they spoke 
the bark Welle Merryman and obtained two 
bottles of brandy. On the léth they sighted 
the English land, the Bill of Portland. On 
the 16th, after thirty-seven days at sea, they 
entered Margate Harbor, creating no small 
excitement and astonishment. In spite of 
the hardships endured, two-thirds of the 
crew reported themselves in excellent condi - 
tion, Theotherthird, the dog Fanny, had 
been so weakened by expossure that she only 
survived a few days longer. Even the two 
survivors decided that they had had enough 
enough of it, and returned to America in the 
ordinary way. 

A LONELY AND PERILOUS TRIP. 

A still bolder achievement was tbat of Al- 
fred Johnson, who crossed the Atlanticalone 
in the little 20-foot boat Centennial. This 
was in 1876. He left Gloucester, Mass., on 
June 15, but aftera few days of prosperous 
weather encountered fogs and head winds 
that compelled him to put into Shake Har- 
bor. Starting again on the 25th he experi- 
enced tolerably fair weather until July 7, 
when a heavy gale set in from the south- 
west. The combings of the hatches were 
started. and the water, forcing an entrance, 
damaged some of the provisions. Then 
came fine weather and a fair wind until Aug. 
2, when, ata distance of only 300 miles from 
the Irish coast, a hurricane overtook him. 
He hove to, butin unshipping his mast the 
boat got broadside on alarge waveand was 
upset. Nothing daunted, Johnson clambereda 
out on the upturned bottom. In some twenty 
minutes he succeeded in righting the boat, 
got in and pumped her dry. But everything 
was wetted by the upset and, worst of all, 
he lost his squaresail and Kerosene lamp. 

On the 7th he spoke a ship and obtained 
needed reinforcements of bread and fresh 
water. Finally, on the 7th, he sighted Mil- 
ford, near the southwest extremity of Wales, 
and on the lith landed at Abercastle. He had 
been fifty-seven daysat sea. After making 
some needed repairs and obtaininga fresh 
stock of provisions he put into Holyhead and 
arrived at Liverpool on the 2ist. His gen- 
eral health was still excellent, though he 
had suffered much from want of sleep. 

CAPT. AND MES. CRAPO. 

Tbe next yeara very similar journey was 
made by Capt. Thomas Crapo. Unlike John- 
son, however, he took his wife with him, 
and thereby made the voyage unique in sea- 
faring annals. His boat, the New Bedford, 
was twenty feet long, witha burden of little 
over a ton anda half. It was rigged as a 
leg-of-mutton schdoner, with two masts and 
one anchor. 

On May 28, 1877, Capt. and Mrs. Crapo set 
sall from New Bedford, Mass. Their tiny 
ocean-boat was provided with such pro- 
visions and storesas they could stow away 
underthe deck. Stress of weather forced 
them to put back to Chatham for a few days, 


wind. Three days of good weather was fol- 
lowed by tenof dreary fog. Then camea 
gale of wind, during which the boat had to 
lie to for three or four days. Again, 
on June 1. another gale necesst- 
toted another stopping. The steamer 
Batavia, coming along, Offered to take 


the lonely pair of navigators on board. The 


offer was firmly declined. After this meet- 
ing a succession of gales was encountered. 
The rudder broke and a spare oar was made 
toactasagubstitute. The sea was so high 
that everything on board was saturated, and 
husband and wife had sleep in wet clothes. 
At one of this trying period, Capt. Crapo bad 
to steer for seventy consecutive hours, his 
wife being incapacitated from rendering the 
aid which was her wont. His average sleep 
die not exceed four hours a day, and he had 
no sleep at at all during the last seventy 
hours ot the run. He had intended to make 
h a point of arrrival, but he was 
d to make for for Penzance instead, and 
cheditonJuly 21, after being fifty-four 
days at sea. 
HOW THE LIBERTED FULFILLED HER NAME. 
All these journeys were voluntary and not 


j obligatory. Very different was the voyage 


undertaken some five years ago by Oapt. 
Joshua Slocum, with his wife and son.

The Names of Trees andrew to Know 
Them by Their Lea veand Bark.

A good way to begin to Knw a tree is by its 
leaves. But you must be sie and not be too 
hasty; for different trees ha similar leaves, 


while the leaves of some ks of trees differ 
among themselves. Besilis knowing the 
leaf, you want to know théark, the fruit, 
the way the branches gw and how the 
leaves grow on the branies—and lots of 
things.

Czar Alexander Sends for His Soldiers 
at the Fair.’ 


From the Chicago Inter Ocean, July 1. 

Alexander, Czar of Russia, sent a message 
to his subjects at the World’s Fair yesterday 
that was as startling as it was unexpected. 
It was a peremptory order to Russia's army 
and navy contingent at Jackson Park, doing 
duty there in connection with the Russian 
exhibits, to return to their own country at 
once. 

Whatthe true significance of such order 


may be no one could say, or if he could he 
would not. Thatit was totally unexpected 
was plainly apparent. 

All the foreign countries have sent along 
with the exhibits belonging especially to the 
respective governments, trusted officers and 
picked men from the army and navy to 
—. such treasures, just as the United 

tates has committed its special exhibits to 
the custody of the Marine Corps and com- 

Dies of the United States Infantry. 
ussia followed the example ot all other 
countries, and along with its imperial exhib- 
its Capt. Mertevago, Lieuts. Ogloblensky and 
Kolbossief and twenty sallors were sent to 
this country to stand guard over them while 
on exhibiton.

The dif- 
ference between buyers and sellers has been 
enlarged by an advance in oceap freight 
rates. Beerbohm says in regar to the 
situation abroad: The chief obstacle to any 
material improvement in the trade is, of 
course,the pressure of American flour, espe- 
cially in London and Liverpool, and there 
are, moreover,no signs of any serious falling 
off in the competition from the Atlantic 
ports. Complaints are freely made ofthe 
deteriorated quality of American flour com- 
pared to its standard a tew years ago, and if 
figures mean anything there cannot be much, 
if any, profit to the American millers at 
present prices;and yet the flour comes for- 
ward in undiminished quantities. There 
was quite a curtailment of the output of the 
milis, as all closed down on the Fourth and 
some alsoon Monday. A number of mills 
have been shut down, as usual at this sea- 
son, forrepairs and cleaning up, prepara- 
tory totaking care of the newcrop, which 
has already begun to come in quite freely.

The warning note for a short crop of cot- 
ton was sounded by the New York WORLD in 
reports received from nearly 3800 correspon- 
dentsinthe Southand Southeast upon the 
condition, on July 5, ofthe cotton crop in 
their respective localities. These reports, 
which cover thoroughly the whole cotton- 
raising section of the United States. makea 
very discouraging showing for this year’s 
crop. It is already certain that the crop has 
been badly damaged by unfavorable 
weather during the past six weeks; 
that it has got apoor start and is being 
injured by insects and disease and can- 
not amouut to an average yield. More seri- 
ous stillis the prospect that further adverse 
weather, which may fairly be expected at 
this season, catching the belated crop in its 
present condition will reduce the yield still 
further. Afew sections, asin Florida and 
Louisiana, seem to be excepted from the fate 
that has overtaken the cotton territory gen- 
erally, but they are not extensive enough to 
make any material difference in the cropasa 
whole. According to these reports the 
chances favor a reductionin the Government 
estimate, due to-morrow, in the average con- 
dition of the crop, which was 
85.6 a month ago. There was 
a disposition in speculative Circles 
to go slow oneither side of the market, as 
other conditions were of a rather unfavor- 
able character. There seems to be less cer- 
tainty of the repealof the Sherman silver 
act, as silver wen are determined to make a 
fight against legislation adverse to the white 
metal, and this may have an unsettling effect 
later on. Trade was slow, with stocks of 
cotton here and abroad large,and Manchester 
spinners show an inclination to increase 
their taking, evidently expecting to get the 
raw material at lower prices lateron. In 
Manchester the firmness of quotations and 
the extended time required for delivery have 
checked business in cloths.

The hay market did well the past week on 
the best grades of timothy, which ruled 
steady and firm all through the week.

In low grades 
there was sale for only a Very 
small proportion of the offerings, 
the little selling going at extremely 
low prices, the balance golug into store to 
walt for a demand, to “Bee up from some 
source.

Like timothy the 
best offerings were mainly wanted, medium 
and low grades yer gorge Receipts of 
straw were light and there was a fair de- 
mand at steady prices.

The 12 o’clock adjournment of the Mer “- 
chants’ Exchange on Saturdays will be 
sharply contested by the receivers of wheat 
from nowon, They claim that the short ses- 
sion gives them no opportunity to dispose of 
their Saturday’s receipts, and they do not 
feel disposed to hold over most of their re- 
ceipts until the following Monday.

Dornbusch ot late date says: Reeently the 
dry, bright weather, broken by thunder- 
storms and the attendant rain, has pushed 
forward the prospects of wheat harvest in 
Middle and Western Europe. In no country 
can the outlook be described as satisfactory. 
The English yield in consequence of the re- 
duced area must perforce be small. The 
Marche Francais maintains thatthe French 
wheat crop will be better than pessimists an- 
ticipate and may probably yield aver- 
age results. In Spain harvest is 
progressing, and except in Navarre 
and one or two other districts excellent 
crops of wheat, barley and oats are looked 
for. In Germany, Italy, Belgium, etc. fair- 
ly good returns are expected, but every- 
where straw must de deficient. The 
Hungarian crops in many provinces have 
been injured by heavy rain, but on the 
whole an average harvest is reckoned on. 
The accounts from Russia continue very 
favorable. Recent reports from Roumania 
dispel the sinister forebodirgs produced by 
the floods and temperature. In nearly all 
parts of the principality thecrops have re- 
covered and are saidto be ina satisfactory

Minneapolis Market Record says: The 
supply of wheat in the Northwest is declin- 
ing much faster than it did in former years. 
Two months ago the amount held in Minne - 
apolis, Duluth and country elevators was 
41,488,741 bu, against 24,792,670 bu in 1892 and 
17,860,219 Duin 1891. During that time the 
supply has decreased 22, 168,814 bu, against 
9,881,918 a year ago, and is now 19,320,427 bu, 
against 14,910,852 bu in 1892 and 11,633,175 bu in 
1891. It is estimated by some authorities 
that the amount now held by farmers 
is approximately 7,700,000 bu. This, with the 
amount in country elevators, at Minneapolis 
and at Duluth, makes a total of 27,020,427 bu 
to supply the wants of millers in the North- 
west and shippers. A part only of the farm 
supplies will be moved before harvest, It 
looks as if the supply in the Northwest would 
be drained pretty low by Sept. 1, when the 
new crop begins to move, unless there isa 
large falling off in the demand from millers 
and shippers. But while our supply is de- 
clining rapidly, the total supply, including 
the American visible, the amount on the way 
to Europe and the amount held in the United 
Kingdom shows too little change from that 
on Jan. 1, which is the main cause outside of 
the money question that has kept prices 
down. With the removal of these hindrances 
there ought to be advances.

TO BE BURIED ALIVE. 


Mind Reader Seymour's Froposed Feat 
Dr. Bremer on Suspended Animation. 
The announcement made by Mind-Reader 

Seymour that he will proceed from Toledo, 

O., to Chicago and there be buried, remain- 

ing under ground long enough foracropof 

barley to be grown on his grave, revives dis- 
cussion ofthe always interesting subject of 


suspended animation. Whether the object 
of the experiment is to gain notoriety or to 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of scientific 
minds that a human being, shut out from a 
supply of oxygen, may yet live for an indef- 
inite period, it is certain that if Seymour ac- 
complishes the feat he proposes he will 
become famous the worl over and 
will send many profound minds to delving 
for theories by which to explain his survival. 
That life is but the result of asystem of 
combustion in which oxygen is the princi- 
= factor has long been estaDlished as a 
act, and ff Seymour can show that life may 
continue for months without any oXyger at 
all he will deal a 

an accepted theory that 

its advocates without a leg to stand on. 
cussing his arrangements for the test, Sey- 
mour says: 

My coffin has gone on ahead. It was 
made in Syracuse, andisa facsimile of the 
one in which Gen, Grant’s remains now lay. 
It cost $3,000. Itismade in three sections 
one fitting intothe other. I will be buried 
six feet deep inthe ground. Signals will be 
arranged sothatifthings don’t go right I 
can communicate with the soldiers onthe 
outside who will guard the grave.

Iwill remain buried 
until the germs sprout, grow, ripen and are 
harvested. Then the disinterment will take 
place. Iwillnotcome back to earth until 
Sept. 24. Iam positiveIcan doit, and the 
scientific men who are assisting me to con- 
duct the experiment are beginning to think 
so, too.“ 

Dr. Ludwig Bremer was asked what he 
thought ofthe chances of a successful re- 
sult of the experiment and sald: 

de idea, I presume, comes from the East 
Indian conjurers, who certainly perform 
some wonderful feats. I have heard of such 
things, but I never witnessed them. Medi- 
cal science does not recognize such a possi- 
bility, holding that with the stopping 
of the breath life ceases. Until the 
thing is done it must be presumed that it 
cannot be done as it is in defiance of the ac- 
cepted laws of life, and a discussion as to 
how the feat is accomplished would be idle 
now. Imust say I have little confidence in 
the man’s ability to do what 
says. In any event he 
furnish a good item for 
papers. He may be crazy and may stay where 
they put him for good. All these feats occur 
a long way off, but if this man succeeds in 
Chicago will become a convert, because 
those Chicago people would discover any 
kind of fake. If he teles to ring in a scheme 
to get a secret supply of air they will find it 
out and shut the air off.“ 

We have in the medical books many im- 
stances of suspended animation, which I 
take itisa hypnotic state. The folk lore of 
all the Latin languages has the story of the 
Princess who was disinterred by robbers 
who sought her jewels. They couldn't get a 
ring off her finger; in order to secure it they 
cut off the finger; whereupon the Princess 
awoke and crawled out of the grave, to the 
consternation of the ghouls. During a dis. 
cussion in the French Senate upon suspended 
animation growing out of alleged prema- 
ture burials py the Coroner, Cardinal 
Dormet, Archbishop of Bordeau, related 
how 0 had once heard the 
de profundis at his own funeral. The fa- 
mous Prench tragedienne, Rachel, was 
eleven hours in her coffin before death, She 
revived, but died a few hours atterward,. Dr. 
Rosenthal observed in Germany, in 1870,a 
hysterical woman who showed no signs of 
life for thirty-two hours. Preparations were 
made for her funeral, 
was decided she was not dead. 
She recovered consciousness in forty-four 
hours and related all that had been going on 
around her during the period of so-called 
suspended animation. In all these cases the 
patients breathed, though imperciptibly, 
and it may be confidently stated that when- 
ever a person stops breathing for any length 
of time he dies.

Judge Klein Appoints a Trustee for Jack 
g Keith — Civil Court News. 


Judge Klein yesterday appointed the St. 
Louis Trust Co. as trustees to take charge of 
the estate of John T. Keith, a convict at 
present confined in the Penitentiary at Jeffer- 
son City. The petition sets forth the 


ract of his incarceration and states that he 
is serving two terms, 8 twelve years 
and one of ten years for robbery. It was 
signed by his father and was accompanted 
by a letter from the convict in which be 
urged Judge Kieintoact favorably in the 
matter, as his estate had been mismanaged 
and an attempt made to defraud him out of 
his portion of it. 

The Probate Court records show that Jack 
Kelth’s mother died on Feb. 2 last. Her 
name was Winifred (or Winiford) Keith. 
Nothing appears to have been done towards 
settling thd estate until Michael Britt, 
who claimea to be a creditor 
for $542.40, had citations issued to Mrs, 
Keith's legal representatives to come for- 
ward and administer the estate. These rep- 
resentatives were John Keith, her husband, 
and Joseph Keith, a son, both living in st. 
Louls; John Keith, at Jefferson City ; another 
son, whose name and whereabouts were 
unknown; and a daughter, Margaret, wife of 
John R. Ahearn of St. Louis. Mrs. Ahearn 
does not appearto have paidany attention 
tothe citation, but John Keith and Joseph 
Keith waived right to administer and asked 
for the appointment of the Public Admin- 
istrator, Dr. Richardson,which appointment 
was made, letters testamentory issuing on 
April 18.

AN OLD Sr. LOUIS DIRECTORY, 


Interesting Facts Obtained From a Vol- 
ume Published in 1840. 


Among the many curious books which have 
recently found their way into the second- 
hand collection of Dan Linahan, the Market 
street book dealer, is a St. Louis Directory of 
1840. It ig a small blue paper back book, con- 
tainingAbout 125 pages, and having the gen- 
eral ppearance “®f an ordinary school 
primer. It professes on its title page to con- 
tain the names of the inhabitants, their 
occupations and the numbers of their places 
of dusiness and dwellings, etc.’’ Charles 


Keemle is the name of the compiler, who at 
that time kept a book and job printing estab- 
lishment at No. 22 Olive street. 

In a short sketch of the growth of the city, 
which forms a preface to the directory, it is 
stated that the population in 1810 was 700; in 
1820, 2,000; in 1830, 6,252, and in 1840, owing to 
the increased tide of emigration flowing this 
way, it was 16,291. The population of 
the suburbs was placed at 6,349, making a 
total of 22,640, an increase in two years of 
250 per cent. It predictsthat in ten years 
more the population will be 50,000 and St. 
Louis will become one of the first cities of 
the country. | 

Speaking of its business interests in 1840 it 
states that there were in St. Louis two iron 
foundries, two white lead mills, a type 
foundry, sugar refinery, two planing ma- 
chines, bine saw-mills and three four milis. 
There were two colleges, the St. Louis Uni- 
versity and Kemper College, to the latter of 
which a medical college was attached. In 
addition to these there were the Western 
Academy of Natural Sciences anda few pub- 
lic sehouls. There were thirteen churches, 
two Roman Catholic, two Episcopal, two 
Presbyterian, one Associate Reformed 
Presbyterian, one Methodist, one Unitarian, 
one Baptist, one German Lutheran and two 
African. 

St, Louis also had then six daify and one 
weekly newspaper. Among the public 
buildings of which she was then 
proud were the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, the Episcopal and second Presby- 
terian churches and the unfinished Court- 
house. 

Asingular coincidence mentioned in this 
connection is that the Planter's House was ia 
process of erection just as to-day fifty-three 
years afterwards the new million dollar 
Planter's House is looming skywards on the 
same site as the old building,

The Mastery of Side Strokes end Racing 
Strokes Carefully Explained.

Through the courtesy of Outing are given 
pictures showing the first and second posi- 
tions of the breast-stroke, an illustration of 
the side-stroke and head and feet diving in 
swimming.

With this 
current water a few miles below will be in a 
fairly good condition. This is ona basis of 
1,600 to 2,000 gallons per day per inhabitant. 

Authorities differ in regard to the manner in 
which sewage should be treated before allow- 
ing it to low into a water course. All, how- 
ever, agree that it should be treated quickly 
after being screened. The principal agents 
used in chemical precipitation are lime only, 
salts of alumina, generally used in connec- 
tion with lime, and salts of iron sometimes 
combined withthe above two. All the above 
have their: objections and sewage discharged 
into running water after being treated with 
them, while clarified, still retains 75 per cent 
of its organic impurities.

He maintains the 
view that the present financial depression 18 
due to bad laws, and that these laws are in 
their turn due to the fact that most of them 
were Compromise measures, each party giv- 
ing up some points upon which it had assist- 
ed. The author writes: 

The policy which has involved the finances 
of the United States in a confusion without 

arallel in the history of prosperous nations 
s due to the folly of attempting to com- 
promise on an economic principle. Economic 
laws are not the product of legislation; they 
are the result of forces which no one country 
can affect, and which the combined legisla- 
tion of all nations could not permanently con- 
trol. An attempt to compromise an economic 
law Is about as intelligent a proceeding as an 
attempt to compromise the state of the 
weather or the course of the seasons. If two 
men, joint owners of a field, disputed the 
proper season for planting grain, one insist- 
ing it should be planted in April, the other 
contending it should be planted in October, 
and they should compromise by planting in 
January, does any sane man believe that a 
fruitful crop would crown the husbandry 
which had been the result of such a com- 
promise? The men who scattered seed upon 
the ground at a period when the laws of na- 
ture necessarily made it unproductive would 
have exercised an undoubted individual 
right, but their course would have exposed 
— to the pity and ridicule of sensibie 

on. ““

By gradual change in the long 
Space Of years the ossification comes on; but 
after passing middle lifea more marked de- 
velopment off the ossific character takes 
place. Of course, these earthy deposits 
which affect all the physical organs natur- 
ally interfere with their functions. Partial 
Ossification of the heart produces the im- 
perfec: circulation of the blood which affects 
the aged. When the arteries are clogged 
with calcareous matter there is interference 
With the circulation upon which nutrition 
depends, Without nutrition there is no re- 
pair of the body. If such nutriment is taken 
that reduces the mate necessary to this 
ossification to a minimum, the term of 
human life may be very greatly prolon ged.

Above all, the Countess Stephanie is good 
and kind-hearted, so that her souvenirs con- 
tain no scandals, but a succession of curious 
anecdotes, philosophical refiections, and 
much unpublished information about many 
events of importance. 

Ihave before me the proof-sheets of the 
first volume of ‘‘Souvenirs.’’ These relate 
to her residence at the Tulleries from 1852 to 
1858. The sketches of different personages 
made in these notes bear the stamp of orig- 
tality. After recalling the fact that her 
father, Count de Tascher de la Pagerie, was 
cousin of the Empress Josephine, the author 
makes us the portrait of Josephine’s daugh- 
ter, Queen Hortense.

definitely assured. The actor enters, to begin 
with, as a pensionnalire, and as such Is re- 
munerated at from $40 to $200a month. After 
playing as pensionnafre for some time his 
name is proposed tothe committee,composed 
of the principal membDers of the troupe, as a 
sharehoider. Should the committee elect him 
societaire, this election has to be ratified and 
sanctioned by the Minister of Fine Arts. He 
is now interested In the profits of the house. 
To begin with, he is usually created a three- 
twelfths societaire, the full societaire being 
the holder of one whole part. Each whole 
part is divided into twelve-twelfths. ‘there 
are among the shareholders or socletatres of 
the Comedie shareholders with three-twelfths 
or the quarter of ashare, at six, nine, ten 
and eleven shareholders. 


No societaire has more than one share. 
Once the actor has become a societaire he is 
bound to remain twenty years with the 
Comedie. His remuneration during this 
period depends on his position as societaire. 
The full societaire, or societaire a part 
entiere, has a fixed salary of . 12,000 
francs a year, bosides his fees, which are 10 
francs for every evening performance and 50 


to him ina lump sum, though without inter- 
est, when he leaves the theater, or at the end 
oftbetwenty years of service to which he 
became engaged on becoming a societaire. A 
societaire a part entiere receives about 30,000 
francs a year, while he remains in service at 
the Comedie, and may receive a lump sum 
on leaving the theater ot from 4,000 to 8,000 
francs. Sometimes the sum that remains 
over atthe end ef the year tobe divided 
among the societaires is a considerable one. 

Thus, at the end of the Exhibition year 
there were 40,000 francs foreach full share- 
holder, each of whom received 20,000 francs 
down, and was credited witha similar sum 
against the conclusion of his service. After 
leaving the theater a pension of $1,000a year 
is paid to the actor or actress who has com- 
pleted the twenty years of work. It may be 
added that every artice of toilet is supplied 
by the management tothe actresses—that Is 
to Say, that all their dressmaker’s and miill- 
ner’s bilis are settled for them—a most Im- 
portant consideration.

Woman’s Christian Association. 

The Young Woman's Christian Association 
had a meeting on Thursday morning at their 
home, Seventeenth and Washington avenue. 
Miss Curby, the President, presided, and 


Miss Rankin, Vice-President, Miss Jennie 
Temple, Treasurer, and Miss Ochterbeck, 
Recording Secretary, were present. Mrs. M. 
J. Welby, the matron of the home, was 
elected as the Corresponding Secretary for the 
summer. 

The young women who belong to this asso- 
olation are anxius to make their branch as 
useful and powerful an organization as the 
Young Men's Christian Association, but they 
are not as prosperous at 
they desire to do. They 
lower floor 0 the dullding 
Seventeenth and Washington avenue where 
their reading-room, class room and pariors 
are situated which they rent from the 
Woman's Christiah Home on Eighteenth 
and Washington avenue. The Young 
Woman's Christian Association is unable to 
do much because they have no means of 
income, 

They have never been able to fit the gym- 
nasium in the basement of their home on 
Washington avenue. 

Whereas tneannual fee charged by the 
members ofthe Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation is $; the Young Women’s is only $1 
and at present the membership is not large 
enough for that sum to cover the necessary 
expenses. Atthe last meeting it was re- 
solved that a certain number oi the young 
women who belong to the association 
should obligate themselves to raise $100 dur- 
ing the next four months and try in this f 
way to get their association placed upon a : 
self-supporting basis. They arein debt at 
present and hampered in their work by lack 
of means. The rent of the home all goes to 
the Woman’s Christian Home and they nave 
no way of becoming independent unless the 
organization increases, and their friends 
assist them by donations.
